In the last few years, we moved the meeting to a 
handicapped accessible room, to save Ed from that extra effort of the long 
stairway.

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WAYS & MEANS COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Amherst Ways & Means Committee is an independent advisory committee 
appointed by the Town Moderator but is responsible to the People of Amherst. 
Ways & Means represents the voters' best interests relative to annual budgets 
proposed by the Selectmen and the Amherst School District. Members are 
appointed on a staggered schedule and serve three year terms. 


Beginning in the Fall of each year, the Ways & Means Committee meets regularly 
to consider all Town and School District budget issues that will be acted upon by 
Amherst voters in the annual Town and School District meetings. Between its first 
meeting in the Fall through Town Meeting and School District meetings in March, 
committee members spend considerable time, both individually and in 
subcommittee groups, educating themselves on all facets of budget issues facing 
the voters. | 


As a committee, Ways & Means does not attempt to influence public sentiment, 
rather, the Committee exists to inform voters as to the majority and minority 
opinions on the various budget issues, along with a brief explanation of the 
reasoning behind its positions. 


The Ways & Means Committee commends the Selectmen, Town Administrator 
and individual Department Heads for their efforts throughout this year's budget 
process. It appears that the Selectmen will present to the voters a Municipal Tax 
Rate for 1996 equal to last year's rate of $3.06/$1000. This estimated tax rate 
represents a continuation of services concurrent with present requirements of the 
Town, while providing for the proposed enlargement and renovation of the Police 
Station, improvement of Town Commons, and purchase of new equipment for 
both the Fire Department and Transfer Station in anticipation of a continuing 
growth of the Town of Amherst. 


Warrant Articles 


Article 3. Change Position of Tax Collector from an Elected to an Appointed 
Office. Ways & Means takes no position. 


Article 5. Addition and Alterations to the Police/Rescue Facility. 

The existing Police/Rescue facility has served a growing town, without major 
alteration, since its planning in 1979 and construction in 1980. The building no 
longer contains adequate space as required for efficient Police Department and 
Rescue Squad operations. A number of alternate plans have been considered, both 
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on and off of the existing Police/Rescue and Fire Department site at 175 Amherst 
Street, but the plan proposed in Warrant Article 5 seems to represent the most 
viable solution. The proposed alterations to the existing facility were advertised 
for bid, and a low bidder has been determined. A budget of $350,000 is proposed 
for a new construction and renovations; a figure that the Building Committee has 
determined will be sufficient to complete the project. The Town Selectmen, Chief 
MacGuire and Building Committee are to be commended for their diligent efforts 
toward this end. Ways & Means unanimously recommends approval. 


Article 6. Lease/Purchase of Ladder Truck for Fire Department. 
Firefighter safety is the primary focus of this proposed purchase. The existing 
truck requires that a firefighter must dismount the ladder onto the roof of a burning 
structure instead of remaining on the ladder to open a burning structure as there is 
no platform from which to work. The proposed truck is equipped with an aerial 
bucket for carrying out operations while remaining on the extended boom. The 
Fire Department's existing aerial ladder truck was purchased second hand in 1981, 
and is currently in failing condition. This truck is also not well suited to typical 
structures (primarily residential) in the Town of Amherst; the need is for greater 
horizontal rather than vertical reach. 


Total purchase price of the equipment is anticipated to be $530-550,000 and the 
truck has an expected life of about 25 years before refurbishing of the equipment 
will be required. Purchase of the proposed ladder truck will meet all current 
equipment requirements, and Fire Department officers project no other major 
equipment purchases until the year 2003. Ways & Means unanimously 
recommends approval. 


Article 7. Discontinue Fire and Ladder Truck Capital Reserve Accounts. 
Ways & Means unanimously recommends approval. 


Article 8. Town Budget. 
Ways & Means unanimously recommends approval. 


Article 9. Paving 
Ways & Means unanimously recommends approval. 


Article 10. Lease/Purchase of Transfer Station Scales. 
Ways & Means unanimously recommends approval. 


Article 11. Reconstruction of Boston Post Road and Main Street Intersection. 
Ways & Means defers recommendation pending February 26th Public Hearing. 
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Article 12. Transfer of Current Use Money to Conservation Commission. 
Ways & Means unanimously recommends approval. 


Article 13. Discontinue Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. 
Ways & Means unanimously recommends approval. 


The Ways & Means Committee also wishes to give special recognition to the 
continuing and extraordinary efforts of the Town's volunteer Fire Department 
and Rescue Squad. These dedicated individuals should be strongly supported, and 
the organizations should be recognized as being the very best bargains to the 
citizens of Amherst.

BUDGET OF THE TOWN OF ___avrerst , N.H. 


A LOOK BACK TWENTY FIVE YEARS 


In 1970 Town Meeting balloting was held in the Town Hall. Herbert I. 
Harding was elected as a Selectman; Bernice G. Boothroyd, Interim Town Clerk 
as Town Clerk; Barbara Landry as Tax Collector; Catherine A. Kruger, 
Treasurer; Richard Crocker as Road Agent; Edward Conti to the Trustees of the 
Trust Funds; Orson Bragdon, Stephen Noble as the Auditors along with Marian 
Williston and Benjamin Bundy as Library Trustees. 


The following Zoning Ordinances were voted in: To allow Flood Plain 
Zoning, a Historic District, and a Historic District Commission. Amherst voters . 
also adopted a new Building Code, eliminated two-family dwellings in the Rural 
District and voted to make sure roads were completed before building in a 
subdivision. 


Voting on the budget and articles was held at the Wilkins School. Town 
Meeting raised and appropriated $210,985.56 for Town Charges; $5,000.00 to 
continue the Road Improvement Plan; $3,500.00 towards the purchase of 
additional land for Joe English Brook Wildlife Reservation which sum was 
matched by $1,750.00 from the Spaulding-Potter Trust and met one of the 
conditions for a $5,000.00 grant from the Bean Foundation. 


In July, a Special Emergency Town Meeting was held to raise and 
appropriate $23,000.00 to cover deficiencies in the Town Departments. $10,000 
for Highway, $7,500 for Police, $1,500 for Fire and $4,000 towards interest on the 
debt. 


The Highway Department consisted of four full time employees with the 
Road Agent earning $3.70 per hour, the Grader Operator $3.00 and the two 
Laborers $2.50 per hour with four school age boys being hired during the summer 
to assist in taking care of the acres of grass and tarring of Town roads. At that 
time, Amherst owned a new dump truck, old road grader and a tractor loader and 
any other equipment needed was hired. The Department took care of over ninety 
miles of roads. 


Engine Four, a 1960 International Four Wheel Truck was brought for 
$3,000.00 and put into good mechanical condition by the men of the Fire 
Department who had contributed to most of the cost. 


James F. Tinker, Jr. was hired as the first full time Chief of Police in 
November. That year the Department acquired a set of the NH State Statutes, 
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radar, fingerprint equipment and a desk for the Chief's office. Among 
improvements to the officers’ uniforms besides longer warmer winter coats, was a 
one inch wide blue stripe for the trousers. 


December 1970 saw the completion of a long needed Library addition and 
major renovations to the original building. The entire building, except the 
mezzanine (which was still being worked on) was carpeted in warm tones of 
tangerine, flecked with gold and green. The walls were sunny yellow. To meet 
the hour requirements to receive State Library benefits, the Trustees were 
considering keeping the Library open for thirty hours per week. The rate of pay 
for the Librarian was $3.00 per hour and the Assistants were paid $2.00 per hour. 


The Planning Board undertook as its major project, a comprehensive study 
of earth material removal. While it was a necessary function of any growing 
community, some conclusions they developed were that Earth Removal was a 
rather large and existing operation; it created hazards to life and property; it could 
create unsightly areas and it could as well stop land erosion. As a result, the 
Board proposed an Earth Material Removal Ordinance and urged the citizens to 
adopt Article 2 on the ballot. 


The three member Board of Selectmen was pleased that the Special Town 
Meeting appropriated funds to allow them to man the Police Department with two 
full time officers and purchase a cruiser with matching funds from the Highway 
Safety Program. They publicly thanked William Morrison who twice stepped in to 
direct the Department during the period of reorganization. The Selectmen also felt 
the citizens of Amherst could be better served if all the Town Officers were 
housed in a central location. Therefore, money had been appropriated in March 
so that an office could be constructed in the old dining room of the Town Hall for 
the Town Clerk.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Several important projects have moved forward during this otherwise quiet year. 


The largest project and the one most important to the future of the town is the 
purchase of the Bragdon Farm, authorized by the last Town Meeting. Following 
the actual purchase, we began the process of subdividing the house lot and several 
acres in Bedford from the property, and we received bids and started the 
demolition of the barns. Both of these projects will be completed this spring. The 
sledding hill, along with the parking and tunnel access, has been used quite a bit 
this winter, and we expect that in the spring, many people will be walking the rest 
of the property. 


A committee made up of the police, fire, and rescue chiefs, a local architect, and 
two selectmen worked very hard to determine the best solution for expansion of 
the inadequate facilities at the Police/Rescue Building. After study, they 
recommended an addition to the present building, and went forward through the 
bidding process. We are bringing the results of their work to the meeting this year 
for your consideration. 


We completed work on the last town-owned bridge to require upgrade or 
replacement. We were able to save some money on the bridge through 
negotiations with the State, by reducing the scale of the project and building a 
bridge more in keeping with the nature of the road. Finishing the New Boston 
Road bridge means that we will not have to do any more bridge work for another 
twenty years. For this reason, we are asking the meeting this year to retire the 
Bridge Capital Reserve fund and return the $77,000 in it to the taxpayers. 


Incidentally, we have been negotiating with the State on the replacement of the 
bridge on Route 122 at the Souhegan River. That bridge will be worked on this 
summer, and we have been assured continued access to the canoe port at that site. 


The selectmen feel that the village is an asset to every resident in the town. It is 
one of the reasons why the town is so attractive. Because of this, we have been 
working on several projects in the village. 


First, we have studied the problems and issues at the corner of Boston Post Road 
and Main Street (commonly known as Moulton's Corner, and it will be for years, 
even though the Village Market is no longer owned by Ray Moulton), and have a 
plan for improvement before the meeting this year. This plan will improve the 


poor drainage in the area, make the intersection safer for traffic and pedestrians, 
and increase the green space by breaking up the sea of asphalt. 


In addition, we are working on two other projects in the village. We have 
authorized a traffic study to determine the extent and nature of the truck traffic so 
that we can determine if remedial measures are needed, and we have applied for a 
grant for sidewalks in the village. Work in these areas will continue through the 
next year. 


We are nearly complete with all the adjustments from the 1994 reassessment, and 
are very happy with the process. Our hats are off to Ed Elcik and the assessing 
department for a job well done. 


We have been able to reduce the town tax rate each of the past five years and still 
maintain the level of service we provide. Logically, we all know that could not go 
on forever. This year, we are proposing a budget that supports no change in the 
tax rate. Not many towns can make such a statement. 


The selectmen are proud to be a part of a government that has been able to 
accomplish such a feat. The credit, however, really should go to the town 
employees and department heads who have been innovative and thoughtful in 
doing their work. There is a feeling of caring among them that is unusual in any 
organization, and they are an important ingredient in making Amherst a great place 
to live.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


Throughout this past year, the Library offered various cultural and educational 
programs. We continued with past programs that have been popular and have 
offered new ones that appeal to your varied interests. Kathy Somssich, the Library 
Trustee for Programs, was responsible for producing the Third Annual Poetry 
Slam and the first annual Anna Boardman Memorial Concert with the Creative 
Arts Quartet. The Library also offered a Pysanky Egg Decoration workshop, a 
reading by NH author Rebecca Rule from her book “Wood Heat" and, during 
Christmas vacation, a program on New Year's Celebration Craft Making. The 
Children's Reading program under the leadership of Erna Johnson has quarterly 
programs for two year olds, weekly programs for pre-schoolers, and a summer 
reading program involving parents and children up through Middle School ages. 
This year's summer program had a southwestern theme complete with a NH 
cowboy, Skip Gorman. For adults, the Library participated in the state-wide book 
discussion called "What is New Hampshire Reading?" This year's workshop was 
on "The Devil and Daniel Webster" led by Professor Andrew Thorton of St. 
Anselm College. 


The Library now has a Community Information File that can be accessed through 
the on-line catalog terminals. This Community File contains information on local 
clubs, organizations, town services, and an index of events from the two local 
newspapers. The Library has expanded its collection of materials available on 
CD-ROM including Yellow Pages, Household Phone Book, and Information 
Finder. The Library staff also uses Internet Worldwide Web for research and 
reference requests. In the coming year we are planning to have a personal 
computer available for patron use to retrieve information on the Internet. 


The Library is most appreciative of the support it receives from many 
organizations and individuals that allows us to provide materials and service 
beyond those funded through town taxes. A partial list includes the Friends of the 
Library who have donated a second Macintosh computer for use in the Children's 
Library and who have provided refreshments for Children's and Library programs; 
the A. Thompson Warner Trust for the purchase of mysteries, the Nipmugs 
Chapter of Questers for books on antiques, the Amherst Gardeners who plant and 
maintain the Library gardens and shrubs, provided funds for gardening books, and 
produced a children's workshop on worms; the Amherst Lions Club for donating 
large print books, the Amherst Lionesses who volunteer monthly, and other 
volunteers who do book mending, processing, and updating the database. In July 
the Library dedicated the Anna Mosher Boardman Reading Room in recognition 
of the years of generous support that she had given to the Library. 
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In May, the New Hampshire Library Trustees Association confirmed what we 
already knew when they selected our Library Director, Mary Ann List, the New 
Hampshire Librarian of the Year. This year we also Mary Ann's tenth anniversary 
as our Library Director. We thank her for all her accomplishments this past 
decade and wish her success as our Library Director in the next decade. 


PLANNING BOARD 


In 1995, the Planning Board completed the long running review of the Brewster 
Soccer Site Plan application with an approval and many conditions. Within a short 
period of time, a lawsuit was filed against the Town contesting the Planning Board 
approval. As of now, court arguments are to be held in January 1996. 


The balance of the year was spent on reviewing subdivisions and site plans. 


Subdivision activity has picked up slightly. However, the majority of new 
building permits have come from existing subdivisions - some approved many 
years ago. 


Site plan review has increased significantly with a number of small to medium size 
buildings and additions being approved. 


The Planning Board would like to see more activity in the Commercial and 
Industrial Zones which would help to balance residential growth. The Board 
continues to support the Board of Selectmen in their pursuit of a sewage system 
for the Commercial/Industrial area adjacent to Route 101A in the Southern part of 
the Town. 


In addition to its regularly scheduled duties, the Board, in a group of different 
internal committees, has: 


Began a long term review of the Amherst Master Plan 

An update and completion of the Capital Improvements Plan 

A look at revising and consolidating the Town Zoning By-Laws 

General reviewing and updating the Subdivision and Site Plan Regulations 
Creation of a Planning Board Procedures Manual 
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AMHERST POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Amherst Police Department is comprised of fourteen full time police officers, 
a full time administrative assistant, and ten part time employees. To borrow a line 
from our mission statement, we are "dedicated to delivering quality, caring service 
to the public whenever called upon" and "enforcing the law in a firm impartial and 
compassionate manner". In the past year, the Department has followed our 
mission statement admirably and the Town of Amherst has remained a safe place 
to live, work, or visit. The Department recognizes that to maintain this standard of 
life, we must work closely with our community so that they will support and assist 
us in our mission. To this end, we have continued to be active in the community, 
expanding our presence in all of the schools with positive programs, as well as 
delivering crime prevention programs to local groups and businesses. It is this 
proactive approach to law enforcement which will enable us to address increasing 
crime in the area. 


In reviewing statistics for 1995, there are some positive indications that our crime 
prevention programs are working. Although the total number of all crimes 
remained fairly constant, the number of burglaries reported is the lowest in more 
than twenty years, and there was also a 36 percent decrease in the more serious 
felony crimes. In addition, the number of disturbance calls and assaults were both 
down, reversing a several year trend of increases in both categories. After five 
years of growth in calls for service, 1995 saw a leveling off with calls being down 
by 1.7 percent. The most striking change, statistically, was the increase in the 
number of arrests made by the Department. The total number of arrests increased 
by 53 percent, with substantial increases in the number of driving under the 
influence and drug arrests. As with all statistics, it is difficult to predict future 
change from a one year comparison, but the sharp rise in these areas of substance 
abuse is disturbing. 


The most pressing issue facing the Department in the coming year is the 
crowded, inadequate quarters in which we must operate. In 1979, a plan was 
proposed to build a Police/Rescue Facility which would still be serving our needs 
today. Unfortunately, this plan was voted down and a scaled back plan was then 
approved the following year. The facilities which were necessary in 1979 are even 
more necessary in today's world. The greatest deficiencies in our current building 
include lack of a female locker room, improper evidence storage along with an 
inadequate area to process evidence, absence of secure prisoner unloading area, 
lack of interview rooms, and an improper juvenile detention area. A committee 
has looked at all options to provide for the needs of the emergency services in 
Town, and will hopefully finalize a plan for an addition to the existing building 
which will be presented to the voters in March. We invite you to visit our building 
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to see our needs and understand our proposal. We then ask for your support in our 
effort to gain a proper police facility. 


In closing, the Department reminds all citizens to report any unusual or suspicious 
activity that you may observe. A well timed telephone call from an observant 
citizen can save hours of police investigative time and prevent a neighbor from 
being victimized. With the support of the townspeople, our goal of maintaining 
Amherst as a great place to live will be achieved in 1996. As always, we welcome 
your comments and input as to how the Amherst Police Department can better 
serve the community.

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ANIMAL CONTROL 


The Amherst Police Department handled 373 animal calls during 1995. These 
calls included, but are not limited to, loose or nuisance dogs, stray animals, and 
wildlife encroachment. The number and basic mix of calls almost parallels 1994. 


The rabies epidemic has now moved further north in the state. This is not to mean 
that the disease is no longer in this area, just that the extreme number of infected 
animals is no longer present. Although Fish & Game estimates that upwards of 
80% of the raccoon population in our area was eradicated by this epidemic, as well 
as large numbers of other groups such as skunks, opossums and foxes, it is still 
very important to remain cautious when dealing with any wild animal, and rabies 
should be suspected if any animal acts atypically. 


This year saw a significant increase in the number of confirmed predator sightings. 
Coyotes have now been confirmed in all areas of Town, as have large number of 
foxes and, more recently, fisher cats. One of the questions most frequently asked 
is “what exactly is a fisher cat?" A fisher cat is a member of the American marten 
family. It is approximately 27-35 inches in length and weighs between 10-15 
pounds. The fisher cat has a plump body and is usually dark brown in color. The 
fisher is not as good a climber as other martens, nor is it as active in behavior. Its 
favorite food is porcupine, but fishers have killed animals as large as deer when 
there is, for example, heavy snow to slow the larger animals. In populated areas 
such as Amherst, the fishers are more often reported killing domestic cats as a food 
source, since these animals are both more readily available and easier to kill than 
wild prey. There have been confirmed reports of fishers attacking cats both in the 
daylight and evening hours, and I strongly recommend keeping cats indoorss 
particularly at night, for their own protection. 


This was the first full year of implementation of the new rabies advisement law, 
and it has been very successful. All New Hampshire and cooperating 
Massachusetts veterinarians forward rabies inoculation information to local Town 
Clerks, who cross reference the owner to Town license lists. When a dog is found 
to be vaccinated, but not licensed, Nancy Demers, the Town Clerk, sends a 
courtesy letter to the owner, advising them of the licensing requirements. Any 
owner who still does not meet these requirements is served with a ticket for 
unlicensed dog. This has made enforcement of the licensing law much more 
equitable, and also aids considerably in identifying strays so they can be returned 
to owners. On a related note, our local impoundment provider (Humane Society 
of New England) will no longer release a stray to its owner without proof of 
current Town licensing. 
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RESCUE SQUAD 


The Amherst Rescue Squad has been active in the maintenance of the area 
Paramedic Intercept Program that has been put in place and provides all of the 
surrounding towns with paramedic coverage during the nighttime hours of 6:00 
p.m. to 6:00 a.m. and is beginning to include some daytime coverage also. 


Meetings with the Selectmen, Police and Fire on the issue of space needs of Police 
and Rescue have been held throughout the year and the proposal for additional 
space will be presented at this Town Meeting. 


In addition to providing emergency medical services for Amherst and Mont 
Vernon, the Amherst Rescue Squad supplies additional hours of community 
service for such events as standbys at athletic events, parades, demonstrations, 
road races, blood pressure clinics, and CPR courses. The Squad is always in need 
of additional personnel. Anyone interested in joining the Amherst Rescue Squad 
is encouraged to contact any of our members for information regarding 
membership. We are also looking for townspeople who are at least 18 years of age 
and live in close proximity of the Police/Rescue Facility to be daytime drivers 
(6:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m.). No medical training is required as a driver. 


The Boy scouts of America Post 2941 has continued to attract active members 
between the ages of 15 and 21, and remains involved in community service 


projects. The Post is supervised by Jean Miller. Teens are encouraged to become 
involved. 


It is through the continued community support that we are able to provide quality, 
up-to-date medical and rescue services in the event of sudden illness or injury. 
Your generous donations continue to help augment the operating budget that is 
passed. 


Membership this past year numbers 54, which includes 9 BSA Explores, 14 EMT- 
Intermediates that are able to do IV therapy and administer certain drugs and 2 
paramedics. 


There were 473 calls (40 more than the previous year) of which 75 were calls to 
Mont Vernon. The breakdown is as follows:

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The object of the Amherst Fire Department is to protect/preserve individuals and 
property from and during such fires as may occur in the Town of Amherst and 
vicinity. The Amherst Fire Department's activities, however, are not limited to 
extinguishing fires. The AFD also deals with carbon monoxide, hazardous 
materials, oil spills, vehicle accidents and suspicious odor situations, just to name 
a few. 


The Amherst Fire Department is managed by three Fire Wards and is made up of 
approximately 50 paid on-call members, which operate ten pieces of apparatus 
housed at both the Central Station on Amherst Street and the South Station on 
Stearns Road. The Department's members are divided into four engine companies, 
each with two Company Officers. 


The Central Station houses the Fire Department Business Office. This is the 
location for obtaining burn permits, oil and propane installation permits, blasting 
permits, tank removal permits, etc. All fire prevention planning and inspection 
coordination also takes place at Central Station. The Business Office hours are 
Monday - Friday, 8:00 a.m. to 12:45 p.m. The AFD's telephone number remains 
673-1545. Please note that this is a non-emergency number. In case of 
emergency, dial 673-3131 or 911. 


In fiscal year 1994-95 the Amherst Fire Department responded 320 times. Of 
these 320 responses, 251 were toned calls and 69 were service calls. The 


breakdown is as follows:

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The Department is responsible for enforcement of the State Fire Codes and Town 
Fire Safety Ordinances. These duties are completed through inspection and review 
activities of several department members. In 1995, the following inspection and/or 
review activities occurred:

Oil Burner Inspection 62 Place of Assembly 31 
Underground Tank Removal 12 


Other inspection activities included, but were not limited to, chimney and wood 
stove inspections, new site plan reviews, building permit plan reviews, and public 
and private fire prevention visits. 


Fire Prevention Week activities took place October 8-14, 1995. ‘All Amherst 
schools were visited, fire trucks displayed, literature distributed, and fire 
safety/prevention presentations were delivered. In addition, the Amherst Fire 
Department conducted similar activities at the local day care centers, and for home 
schoolers as well. 


The Amherst Fire Department would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
people of Amherst and surrounding towns for their continued support. We wish 
everyone a happy and safe upcoming year. 


ASSESSOR'S REPORT 


The equalization rates for the past ten years are as follows: 


1986 - 66% 1990 - 63% 1994 - 100% 

1987 - 60% 1991 - 67% 1995 - 98% (Estimate) 
1988 - 55% 1992 - 69% 

1989 - 56% 1993 - 73% 


This year show shows a substantial increase in building permits. The revaluation 
clean-up is still not complete due to pending litigation from past and current years. 
Cases are being scheduled at the Superior court level for commercial and industrial 
properties for past tax years. The Board of Tax & Land Appeals have yet to 
schedule cases for the 1993 tax year. The appeal period for 1995 has not ended 
and it appears that there are 64 appeals for both ad valorem tax appeals as well as 
land use change tax appeals. 


The Assessing staff is gearing up for another busy year again. We will serve you 


the best we can. If you have any questions concerning exemptions or assessing we 
will try to answer your questions. Thank you for all your patience. 
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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT REPORT 


During the past year we completed our hazardous materials response plan, which 
was accepted by the State and adopted by the Selectmen. The Town is required by 
federal law to maintain this plan in accordance with Sara Title III ("Right To 
Know Law"). This plan is on file and available for inspection at either the Central 
Fire Station or the Amherst Town Library. 


The Amherst Rescue Division coordinated a mass-casualty/hazmat drill in April. 
This drill involved all the Town's emergency services. We are required by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency, and the NH Office of Emergency 
Management to conduct periodic drills to assure our preparedness. These drills 
also provide us an opportunity to assess our strengths and weaknesses of our 
emergency plans. April's drill was very successful, and demonstrated that our 
emergency responders are well trained and equipped.

RECREATION COMMISSION REPORT 


In 1995, the Amherst Recreation Commission provided a diversified and healthy 
program of recreation activities in an attempt to meet the needs and interests of the 
citizens of Amherst.

DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC WORKS & ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


This report is a condensed outline of the paving and rebuilding programs of the 
Highway Department for fiscal 1996-1997. These projects are done in addition to 
our regular maintenance of the Town roads, cemeteries, parks and playgrounds and 
Town buildings. 


1. Highway Block Grant: The State subsidizes this program one hundred percent 
and will include work on portions of the following roads: Boston Post Road both 
north and south, Baboosic Lake Road and Christian Hill Road. 


2. Road Improvement: A portion of Spring Road will be paved which will 
complete the paving project on this road. 


3. Oiling: We will be paving portions of Boston Post Road north and south under 
this account. 


4. Warrant Articles: $58,000 for paving of the following roads: Fairway Drive, 
River Road, and Boston Post Road south. We are also asking for $25,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund for the new salt and sand facility at the Town 
garage. It is anticipated that in fiscal 1997-98 the fourth appropriation will be 
requested and this building will be built. 


5. Merrimack Road and Route 122: The preliminary survey has been completed. 
It is determined that we are going to have to appropriate additional funds in order 
for this project to happen, inasmuch as the cost estimate was done five years ago. 
It is hoped that these funds may be appropriated in some way at the coming Town 
Meeting. Should this be approved, the State tells us that this project would be 
accomplished in the summer of 1997. 


6. Bridge Program: The bridge on the New Boston Road was replaced during the 
summer of 1995 and this should complete our bridge replacement program for the 
foreseeable future. 


We were able to supplement our work force in 1995 with the work group from the 
Hillsborough County Department of Corrections - Community Services. For a 
total of three weeks they cut brush, raked and cleaned up in our cemeteries and 
commons. These workers have proven to be diligent and we hope that this 
program will continue and we will be applying for this program again in the 1996- 
97 fiscal year. 
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The Department of Public Works wishes to thank the Board of Selectmen for their 
assistance and guidance during the past year as well as the taxpayers for their 
continued support and the dedicated employees of the Highway Department.

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JULY FOURTH 


The theme for the 1995 July 4th parade was "Picnics, Parades and Politics- Fun ff 
on the 4th of July". Our theme was enthusiastically embraced by townspeople and 
our visitors from Washington easily provided the "politics on parade"! 


The 1995 parade began with Police Chief Gary MacGuire and the Amherst Fire 
Department's Honor Guard. Pixie Lown, Amherst's 1994 "Citizen of the Year" 
was our Parade Marshall. We also welcomed Governor and Mrs. Stephen Merrill, 
several state and town officials, past "Citizens of the Year" and the visiting 
Republican presidential candidates. 


Senator and Mrs. Robert Dole marched in the parade along with Senator and Mrs. 
Philip Gramm. Political Commentator Patrick Buchanan and Mrs. Buchanan were 
also in attendance. All of the candidates addressed the crowd and their 
participation - along with the plethora of visitors from the national media - resulted 
in a very exciting day. 


But the heart of the parade belonged, as it always does, to the citizens of Amherst 
who created a wonderful array of floats and supplied a fun-filled display of booths 
on the village green. The activities included games and farm animals for the 
children along with the traditional Lioness Club Bicycle Parade. We also tiad 
llamas, clowns, jugglers, face painters, antique cars and, once again, a truly 
magnificent horse named Isaac. When the parade was over there was time for 
lunch, visiting with family and friends, and reviewing the beautiful art work on 
display. 


All of the activities represented a true community effort in the very best tradition 
of a small New Hampshire town. But, perhaps the most satisfying of all those 
moments occurred when long-time Amherst resident Creely "Buck" Buchanan was 
named the 1995 "Citizen of the Year". Buck's numerous efforts for the Town of 
Amherst and the State of New Hampshire represent the very best in community 
service and it would be nice to hope that someday we may all mirror his 
wonderful, indelible spirit! 
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NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


Among our most important local assistance activities this past year was the start of 
a Town center truck traffic study. The staff also conducted a cost analysis of two 
potential transportation enhancement projects, and we assisted the Board of 

- Selectmen in submitting an application for funding to construct additional 

_ sidewalks in the Village. Our geographic information system (GIS) produced an 
updated base map of the Town employing global position system technology in 
improve accuracy and prepared an open space overlay for the Amherst 
Conservation Commission for use in their greenway planning efforts. 


The following is a brief summary of our other notable accomplishments of 1995: 


Souhegan Watershed Management Study - Our staff prepared, and presented to 
planning boards and conservation commissions through the valley, a 
comprehensive look at the land use patterns and natural resources of the entire 
Souhegan River watershed. A detailed series of map overlays including active 
agricultural uses, potential threats to groundwater, septic capability and flood 
control sites was produced by our GIS program. This project transcended the 
boundaries of our region into both southwestern New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts towns. This was a fairly successful effort to demonstrate to local 
officials that land use decisions made in one community can have an effect in a 
neighboring, or even a distant, community. 


Planning Board Training - In addition to another evening workshop aimed at the 
needs of our local planning board members, but open to all interested parties in the 
region -- in 1995 we held a very well attended session on reading and interpreting 
a site plan -- we also produced our fourth planning board training video on local 
sign management and made copies available for circulation to all of our 
communities. 


Regional Bicycle & Pedestrian Plan - As a key element of our long range 
transportation planning effort, we completed and published a regional plan for 
bicycle and pedestrian improvements. The document's purpose is to encourage 
non-motorized travel not just for recreational purposes but also for commuting to 
work and for personal errands. The plan also recommends strategies for local 
compliance with the Americans with Disabilities Act. 


Data Services - With the arrival of additional US Census information, and in our 
role as a Regional Data Center for the Bureau of the Census, we responded to a 
broad spectrum of information requests. In addition, we distributed copies of our 
revised Regional Data Profile as well as numerous data briefs. 
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Household Hazardous Waste Collection - In conjunction with the Solid Waste 
Management District, our staff conducted another successful collection event open 
to all communities in the district. Of particular note, we completed work with the 
NH Department of Environmental Services and the City of Nashua on the 
establishment of the state's first permanent facility for the regular collection of 
household hazardous wastes to serve all of our communities expected to be fully 
operational in 1996. 


Regional Transportation Planning - In consultation with our communities and 
with input from the public, we prepared a Regional Transportation Plan and 
Improvement Program for the state's next biennial cycle. Staff also continued to 
work with local, state and federal officials to spur the implementation of this 
region's most significant highway projects including the Everett Turnpike 
widening, the Circumferential Highway and short term signalization improvements 
to Route 101A. NRPC also contributed to the development of a number of 
alternative transportation projects for pedestrians, bicyclists and transit riders 
through the Congestion Mitigation/Air Quality and Transportation Enhancements 
programs. 1 


Traffic Count Program - With automatic counters at over 100 locations, we 
maintained a regional traffic count system to provide the most accurate and current 
data to meet the needs of both public agencies and private businesses. Peak hour 
turning movement counts were also conducted at over 40 locations, trend analyses 
were done for all locations where multi-year counts were available and a summary 
report was produced. 


Infrastructure Inventory - The region's communities with sewer and/or water 
service - Amherst, Hudson, Merrimack, Milford, Nashua and Wilton - were 
inventoried; and their systems and service areas were mapped. A digital overlay 
was created for our GIS system, and the information can be amended and updated 
with ease. 


I want to close by adding a note of thanks and recognition to our Commissioners 
from Amherst: Selectman Richard Verrochi, Martin Michaelis and Cynthia 
Dokmo; and by expressing my gratitude for the cooperation and support that we 
have received from all of Amherst's town officials.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Amherst Conservation Commission manages town properties acquired by 
donation and town warrant and set aside for conservation purposes. We comment 
on dredge and fill applications to the State Wetlands Board. We attempt to 
maintain rural values in the community and conserve wildlife, habitat and water 
quality. The ACC meets monthly on the second Sunday of the month at 7:00 PM 
in the Town Hall. The public is welcome. 


During 1995 we pursued ways to make town properties more available and 
utilized. To this end we oversaw numerous projects in trail development, resource 
studies, public education, and acquisition. 


Trail Development: The focus was on Pond Parish. Four candidates for Eagle 
Scout -- Jeff Gleeson, Peter LaRoche, Dale Krantz and Tom Kivela -- marshaled 
their peers, parents, business donors and contractors to grade and extend existing 
trails, enlarge the parking area, erect a granite sign, construct an observation 
platform and generally prepare the infrastructure for a major wildlife educational 
area. Pond Parish Town Forest has wetlands with high values for education, 
upland forests, rookeries, duck and geese habitat. The spring will see a completion 
of a picnic area and information kiosk on Spring Road. elsewhere, benches were 
erected in Joe English by Scout Matt Pushee. Permission was given for SHS 
senior studies students to erect a Fitness Trail along the Souhegan River on the 
Sherbourne conservation land behind SHS. Mountain bikes were banned from Joe 
English due to trail erosion and habitat disturbance. The canoe port on Boston Post 
Road was repaired after bank erosion caused by flooding and high summer usage. 
Upgrading of the B&M trail for handicapped access and self-guiding nature 
interpretations is underway by Eagle Scout Tom Yuknewicz, Louise Simmons and 
Sally Wilkins. 


Resource Studies: Lisa Willis, then a senior at SHS accomplished a scholarly and 
colorful study of the environmental resources at the Bertha Rogers conservation 
property for a Girl Scout Gold award. Her evaluations of the timber and meadow 
resources, including aerial photography and recommendations were professionally 
done. The report is available in the reference section of the Town Library. The 
State LCIP monitor, Peter Helm, flew aerial photography of the three parcels co- 
acquired with LCIP funds to aid our responsibility to insure no modifications or 
disturbances had occurred. The Commission voted to begin an annual $250 prize 
to the SHS student who produces the best of a panel-judged study of an Amherst 
natural resource topic. 
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Acquisition: The Commission purchased 60 acres of well-treed forest from Max 
Lorden. This acquisition connects other holdings in northern Amherst. 


Public Education: We purchased a groundwater circulation model from the 
University of New Hampshire, used to demonstrate the interactions of streams, 
underground pollution plumes, wells and aquifers. We donated $2,500 to the fund 
to acquire the Sheldrick Forest in Wilton, maintained a projects list for citizens to 
choose from, participated in Land Management seminars at NHACC, assisted with 
Earth Day activities, and informed many of the townspeople of all these activities 
at the 4th of July display. 


Futures: The Greenway Concept was presented to the Selectmen with the objective 
of connecting Pond Parish trails through the B&M trail to the Bragdon Farm and 
possibly further to the Bedford border near the Pulpit Rock area. Connections are 
hoped to be accomplished by gifts, easements and small acquisitions. 


MILFORD AREA COMMUNICATION CENTER 


1995 was again a busy year for the Milford Area Communication Center, with call 
volume increasing as the towns continue to grow. In January of 1995, the Town of 
Greenville jomed MACC on a one year trial basis. As of January 1, 1996, 
Greenville became an official member of the Center. 


The Communication Center provides 24-hour coverage to six towns (Amherst, 
Greenville, Lyndeborough, Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton). This includes 
dispatching for police, fire, EMS and public works departments. The Center is 
staffed with seven full time and seven part time employees. 


1995 brought a lot of new changes to the area of Emergency Dispatch, with the 
new Enhanced 9-1-1 system in Concord, and the addition of Greenville as well as 
the other towns growing in size and emergency personnel. We look forward to 
growing with the towns and therefore, continuing to serve, in the best possible 
tradition, the citizens of the towns we provide dispatching services for.

Continuing Commitment to Reduce, Re-Use, Recycle & Compost

This board is updated on a regular basis to accommodate pertinent information on 
special collections and announcements. Our present recycling rate is 22%. The 
recycling rate set by the State of New Hampshire is 40% by 2000. LET'S DO IT! 


Eco-News 

This is a monthly column in the Milford Cabinet started in February by the 
Amherst-Milford Recycling Committees. A variety of environmental issues are 
discussed such as: Precycling...Shop Smart, Live Smart, Water Conservation, 
Pollution, Green Resolutions for 1996, etc. Your comments and suggestions are 
welcomed. 


Earthday April 1995 

Earthday Recognition - On an April Saturday morning, a townwide "litter pickup" 
was launched at the Meeting Place from 9:00 to noon. There was a great response 
and enthusiasm by all the volunteers. Thank you to the Highway Department for 
their truck and support, without which this project could not be accomplished. 
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Amherst-Milford Backyard Compost Tour 

This composting education was sponsored by the two recycling committees and 
the UNH Cooperative Extension Service. Devoted local composters invited the 
public to view their varied styles of composting from the simple to more 
sophisticated. Video was shown at the libraries. Attendance was encouraging. 


Environmental Education Booth Town Green - 4th of July 

This will be the sixth year the Recycling Committee has been distributing valuable 
information on the environment to all residents. The newly updated Recycling 
Guide was handed out along with tips on composting, no toxic cleaning, hazardous 
waste, water conservation, and recycling. Stop by and we will try to answer your 
questions. 


Recycling Guides 

Guides are always available at the Transfer Station's red mailboxes, Town Hall, 
Library and the Post Office bulletin board. Please use this guide to properly 
dispose of your recyclables. 


Recycling Center - Top of the Hill 

Mixed paper collection at last!! This collection includes paperboard (tissue, 
cracker, cereal boxes) paperback books, phone books, junk mail, magazines and 
glossies and all other home and office paper and envelopes. With this mix, we can 
drastically cut down on our trash going to the compactor. Newspapers and 
corrugated cardboard still go into their separate bins. The co-mingle bin (glass, 
tin, aluminum cans, plastic food containers) accepts all sizes of the plastic coated 
milk and juice containers. Rinse and remove all straws. 


Recycling in NH - Experience the Future Workshop 

This workshop was sponsored by the NH Governor's Recycling Program and the 
Department of Environmental Services. Many timely topics were discussed. A 
tour of Continental PET Technologies 184,000 s.f. "state of the art" facility was 
conducted. They produce PETE bottles from recycled materials for name brands 
such as Gatorade, Very Fine, Ocean Spray. Also housed there is a research 
division that develops and tests new forms of polyester food packaging.

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WELFARE REPORT 


I am very pleased to report that welfare assistance spent, of $3,550 for residents in 
the Town of Amherst for fiscal year 1994-95, was at an all time low since it 
peaked in 1991 at $110,987. This was also the first year in many, that the Board 
of Selectmen had not taken money from this budget to pay the third year taxes for 
an owner-occupied dwelling that was to go to tax sale. Certainly the improving 
economy has a great deal to do with this reduction, but it also has to do with the 
guidelines adopted by the Board of Selectmen which are adhered to. 


Much of the assistance given by this office was to help pay portions of extremely 
large electric bills and to stop a disconnect of electrical service. While PSNH has 
many payment plans and tries to work with their customers, their rates are 
extremely high, many houses are poorly insulated, refrigerators are old and poorly 
sealed, furnaces are not properly serviced all of which adds up to large bills for 
low income families which they are unable to pay. 


The recent changes in the State welfare system has not yet impacted the Town's 
welfare budget and only time will tell what this might mean to us. 


It should be noted that when the opportunity arises, a welfare lien is placed on 
property owned by the recipient of general assistance funds. This year welfare 
recovery, on prior liens placed, was $34,323. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank our local churches and organizations 
who have devoted time and energy to prepare many food baskets given to the 
elderly and needy this year. A special thank you to the Amherst Junior Women's 
Club who has given me a $1,000 discretionary grant to help the needy wherever I 
see fit. Let us hope that next year this trend will continue and not let general 
assistance become a burden to the Town.

Gateway Family Health Center's Prenatal Program has been providing quality 
prenatal care to the medically indigent women of greater Nashua since 1980. 
What began as a volunteer effort by citizens and two area obstetricians to care for 
a few pregnant teens in 1980, is now a full time prenatal clinic caring for over 400 
women per year. Our staff provides high quality, comprehensive prenatal care, 
dietary counseling and case management services to all our clients. 


The program provides care for low income women primarily living in Nashua and 
fifteen area towns. At present, we serve women with gross weekly incomes at or 
below 185% of the federal poverty guidelines. All women with Medicaid 
coverage are eligible for our program. 


We have been providing prenatal care to women from Amherst for many years. 
Since 1992 we have cared for sixteen women from your town. During the past 
year (FY '95) we cared for three Amherst residents.

The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. by Robert Schaumann, Moderator, at 
the Souhegan High School. 404 voters checked in. The pledge of allegiance was followed 
by the invocation by Reverent Luther Dergin of the Amherst Congregational Church. 
Selectman Richard Verrochi introduced the Board of Selectmen and Town Administrator 
Dana Crowell introduced the department heads. 


Selectman Verrochi commented on the 1994 revaluation. He introduced Edward 
Elcik, the Town Assessor who was totally responsible for this major undertaking. 


Jane Cosmo of the Ways & Means Committee spoke of the history of that 
committee which began 64 years ago when the population of the Town was approximately 
1,000. The six person committee was appointed to report on all appropriations. Now that 
committee has twelve members who reviewed all proposed expenses and revenues and 
informed the citizens and give their recommendations at Town Meeting. 


Jane Cosmo and Norman Katz were recognized for their three years of service on 
the committee. 


Moderator Schaumann proposed the following meeting rules: (1) All voters were 
handed a yellow card at the time they checked in to indicate a "yes" or "no" vote. (2) 
There would be no amendments to amendments. (3) The three minute rule would apply. 
Speaker would give name and address. (4) A motion to call the question would be 
accepted only after those at the microphone have spoken. (5) No new business would be 
conducted after 10:45 p.m. unless it was voted on to continue. These rules were passed. 


A vote to restrict reconsideration according to RSA 40:10 was also passed. 


Articles 5 and 7 were related to Article 4. These two articles could not be 
brought to the floor until the secret ballots were counted. The polls would remain open 
for one hour after discussion on Article 4 ended. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, on such terms and conditions as the 
Selectmen deem appropriate, the sum of $475,000 for the purchase of the Bragdon Farm 
(buildings and land), identified as Amherst Tax Map & Lot 8-52 and 8-54 and Bedford 
Tax Map & Lot 30-15, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $435,000 of bonds 


or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon; and to accept a gift of $30,000 from an anonymous donor, with 
an additional pledge of $170,000 to come in subsequent years, and use $40,000 from the 
Amherst Conservation Commission Land Fund, or take action relative thereto. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (2/3rds Ballot Vote Required) 


Motion was made by Selectman Verrochi and seconded to adopt this article. He advised 
that the objectives of buying the property were preservation, recreation and conservation. 
The Ways & Means Committee recommended the purchase. 


Discussion followed. Balloting began at 8:55 p.m. and closed at 9:55 p.m. 394 votes 
were cast. A 2/3rds majority was needed for passage. The vote was 303 for and 92 
against. Article 4 was adopted. 


While balloting was in progress, Moderator Schaumann called the meeting back to 
order at 9:26 p.m. 


Article 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 674:40-a providing that any 
town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
recision of such authority, authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept the dedication of 
any street shown on a subdivision plat approved by the Planning Board, provided that 
such street has been constructed to applicable Town specifications as determined by the 
Board of Selectmen or their agent or take action relative thereto. The Selectmen 
recommend a yes vote. 


A motion was made by Selectman Marilyn Peterman to adopt Article 8. Ways & Means 
had no opinion on it. Passed.

To see if the Town will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective 
bargaining agreement reached between the Board of Selectmen and the Amherst Police 
Union which calls for the following increases in salaries and benefits: 1995 - $16,666, 
1996 - $15,741 (est.), 1997 - $5,050. The 1995 costs are included in the appropriation 
requested under Article 10. The Selectmen recommend a yes vote. 


Motion was made by Selectman Overholt and seconded to adopt Article 9. Ways & 
Means approved. Passed. 


Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


The next article to be considered was Article 11. Article 10, the budget, would be 
considered at the end of the business. 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $58,000 for the paving of 
Roberge Drive, Upper Flanders, Courthouse and Seaverns Bridge Roads or take action 
relative thereto. The Selectmen recommend a yes vote. 


Motion was made by Selectman Sherwood and seconded to adopt Article 11. Ways & 
Means recommended approval. Passed. 


Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 12. 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 74,000 for design and 
reconstruction of the New Boston Road Bridge to be financed in the following manner: 
Withdrawal from Capital Reserve $46,000 
State of NH Bridge Aid 28,000 
Raised by Taxation -0- 
or take action relative thereto. The Selectmen recommend a yes vote. 


Motion was made by Selectman Verrochi and seconded to adopt Article 12. 


Selectman Richard Sherwood proposed the following amendment: To see if the Town 
would raise and appropriate the sum of $54,615 for design and reconstruction of the New 
Boston Road Bridge to be funded in the following manner: 

Withdrawal from Capital Reserve $42,123 

State of NH Bridge Aid 12,492 

Raised by Taxation -0- 


These numbers have been lowered to reflect the fact that official bids have been received 
by the Board of Selectmen which was lower than anticipated when the warrant article was 
written. The money to be raised by taxation remains at zero because the funding will 
come from capital reserve and State aid. 

The amendment passed as suggested by Selectman Sherwood. 

The vote on Article 12 passed 


Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 13. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5000 for the initial 
development of plans and related site work for a future addition to the Police/Rescue 
Facility at 175 Amherst Street or take action relative thereto. The Selectmen 
recommend a yes vote. 


Motion was made by Selectman Robert Jackson to adopt Article 13 and was seconded. 
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Resident Neal Foley explained that he was not clear as to why $5,000 is being requested 
since the design services were being donated. He proposed the following amendment: To 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1.00 for the initial 
development of plans and related site work for a future addition to the Police/Rescue 
Facility at 175 Amherst Street. 


Selectman Overholt advised that if the money wasn't needed, it wouldn't be spent. 

The Foley amendment was defeated. Article 13 passed. 

A motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 

Article 14. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Fire Department to enter into a district haz- 
mat mutual aid system pursuant to RSA 154:30-a, Section II and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,910 to support this district or take action relative thereto. The Selectmen 
recommend a yes vote. 


A motion was made by Selectman Richard Sherwood and seconded to adopt Article 14. 


Fire Chief Richard E. Crocker advised that the only affordable way to deal with hazmat 
spills was through a district hazmat mutual aid system. 


The article was passed. 

A motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 

Article 15. 

To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum of money equal to 50% of the current use 
recovery money paid by March 1, 1995 and place the sum in a special fund for the purpose 
of land purchase by the Conservation Commission with the concurrence of the Board of 


Selectmen or take action relative thereto. The Selectmen recommend a yes vote. 


Selectman Robert Jackson moved to adopt Article 15 and was seconded. He reported 
that $22,283 was available. 


After little discussion Article 15 was passed. 

Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 

Since Article 4 had passed, Article 5 could now be considered. 

Article 5. 

To see if the Town will vote to create, pursuant to RSA 31:19-a, an expendable trust 


fund, known as the Bragdon Farm Trust Fund for the purpose of future debt service 
payments on the Bragdon Farm acquisition authorized by Article 4, to designate the Board 
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of Selectmen as agents to expend and vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1.00 to 
open this Trust Fund. Furthermore, the Board of Selectmen are authorized to accept 
donations for deposit into this Trust Fund or take action relative thereto. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


Motion was made by Selectman Verrochi to adopt Article 5. Ways & Means expressed 
support for this article. Passed. 


Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 6. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to subdivide the Bragdon Farm 
into a house lot of appropriate size, to further authorize the Board to sell the house, at an 
appropriate time and price based on the economy or such terms and conditions as the 
Selectmen deem appropriate and to further authorize the Selectmen to deposit the net 
proceeds of the sale into the Bragdon Farm Trust fund upon receipt or take action relative 
thereto. The Selectmen recommend a yes vote. 


Selectman Robert Jackson moved to approve, the motion was seconded. Ways & Means 
Committee recommended approval. 


Selectman Richard Sherwood suggested not selling the home and barns, but rather 
demolishing them at an approximate cost of $30,000. The amount to be raised would then 
be an additional $105,000. 


David Atkinson amended the motion to authorize the Selectmen to evaluate and further 
study the matter. The motion failed for lack of a second. 


Town Counsel recommended tabling the article until the following year. Mr. Atkinson 


then moved to table Warrant Article 6. The motion was duly seconded. The motion 
failed to achieve a two thirds majority. 


Roger Smith moved the question, the motion was duly seconded, the vote passed. 

The vote on Article 6 passed as written. 

The motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 

At 10:50 p.m. a vote was taken and passed to continue the meeting. 

Article 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to subdivide that part of the 
Bragdon Farm located in the Town of Bedford into a lot not to exceed fifteen (15) acres 
at the easterly end of Bedford Tax Map & Lot 30-15, to further authorize the Board to 


sell this parcel, at an appropriate time and price based on the economy or such terms and 
conditions as the Selectmen deem appropriate and to further authorize the Selectmen to 
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deposit the net proceeds of the sale into the Bragdon Farm Trust Fund upon receipt or 
take action relative thereto. The Selectmen recommend a yes vote. 


Selectman William Overholt moved to approve, the motion was duly seconded with 
Ways & Means Committee offering their support of the article. Passed. 
The vote to restrict reconsideration was taken and carried. 


Article 10. 

To see if the Town will raise such monies as may be necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year and make appropriations for the same or take action relative thereto. 
Said sum is exclusive of all special articles addressed separately. The Selectmen 
recommend a yes vote. 


A motion was made and seconded to accept the operating budget of $4,289,491.00. 
Ways & Means Committee recommended approval. 


After a brief discussion a vote was made, seconded and passed to call the question. 
The motion passed. 

The motion to restrict reconsideration also passed. 

A motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting at 11:10 p.m.
